Agricultural  Trade  Surplus 
Reduced  -  The  agricultural  trade 
surplus  fell  5  percent  in  January  to 
$1 .3  billion.  Exports  increased  only 
slightly  from  December,  but  imports 
rose  $1 20  million  to  $1 .9  billion.  The 
cumulative  trade  surplus  for  October 
1990  to  January  1991  totaled  $5.5 
billion,  21  percent  below  last  year 
(see  table  3). 

January  Exports  Rose  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  totaled  $3.2 
billion  in  January,  a  slight  increase 
from  December.  Increased 
shipments  of  wheat,  corn,  cotton, 
and  soybeans  accounted  for  the 
rise.  Seasonally  lower  exports  were 
reported  for  tobacco,  live  animals, 
and  fruits  and  vegetables.  Export 
value  dropped  slightly  from  January 
1990.  October-January  exports 
totaled  $13  billion,  10  percent  below 
the  previous  year. 

As  in  December,  corn  recorded  the 
largest  shipments  in  January.  A  total 
of  3.7  million  tons  were  shipped,  at  a 
value  of  $396  million.  The  USSR 
once  again  became  one  of  the 
largest  markets  after  importing  less 
than  600  thousand  tons  during 
July-December  1990.  The  Soviet 
Union  and  Japan  each  took  over  1 
million  tons.  Taiwan  remained  a 
large  market,  although  shipments 
declined  again  in  January. 

Soybean  export  volume  rose  only  5 
percent  from  December,  to  1 .6 
million  tons  and  $360  million.  In¬ 
creased  shipments  went  to  the 
European  Community,  Japan,  and 
Mexico.  January  1991  soybean 
exports  were  down  24  percent  in 
volume  from  January  1990. 

The  value  of  wheat  exports  in¬ 
creased  5  percent  in  January. 
Shipments  rose  274  thousand  tons, 
and  $8  million.  January  wheat 


exports  totaled  1 .8  million  tons  and 
$188  million,  with  the  lowest  export 
unit  value  in  nearly  3  years.  The 
major  markets  for  U.S.  wheat  were 
China,  Japan,  and  the  Philippines. 
Egypt,  Algeria,  and  Korea  also  were 
large  purchasers. 

Cotton  export  value  increased  29 
percent  from  December.  Ship¬ 
ments  in  January  totaled  216,000 
tons  and  $364  million.  Shipments 
also  rose  13  percent  from  last  Jan¬ 
uary.  Tightened  global  supplies 
contributed  to  the  increased  de¬ 
mand  for  U.S.  cotton.  The  major 
markets  for  U.S.  cotton  in  January 
were  Japan,  Korea,  China,  and  the 
European  Community. 

Agricultural  Imports  Also  Rose  - 

U.S.  imports  of  agricultural  commodi¬ 
ties  rose  $120  million  in  January  to 
$1.9  billion.  The  value  of  January 
1991  imports  was  5  percent  lower 
than  for  1990.  Seasonally  higher 
imports  of  fresh  fruits,  vegetables, 
and  coffee  contributed  to  the 
increase.  (Susan  Pollack,  202-

Export  Credit  Guarantees 
Lower  in  FY  1990  -  Approvals  of 
credit  guarantees  for  agricultural 
products  under  the  GSM-102  and 
GSM-1 03  programs  totaled  $4 
billion  in  FY  1990,  18  percent  less 
than  FY  1989’s  record  level.  Feed 
grains,  wheat  and  flour,  and  oil¬ 
seeds  remained  the  principal 
commodities  exported  under  the 
GSM  programs.  Mexico,  Algeria, 
Korea,  and  Iraq  were  the  primary 
destinations  under  credit  guar¬ 
anteed  programs  (table  4).  Ex¬ 
ports  under  the  programs  during 
fiscal  1991  also  will  likely  be 
lower.  (Karen  Ackerman,
